Nor are theſe Monopolzes leſs impolitick than wick-. 
ed and injurious ; for the greateſt Benefit which any 
Country or Kingdom enjoys, is by the Imployment 
of the Inhabitants, which being reſtrained to a few, 
the reſidue become a Burden to that Country to main. 
tain them, and theſe alſo become dangerous. to that : 
Country - for want of Imployment : From whence it . 
follows, that they muſt cither ſeck unlawful Means 
to ſubſiſt, or flee into other Countries to get Subli- 
ſtance, there, which wasKenied them here, and this 
will:be in-double proportion, as much to the Benefit 
of that Country, as a Loſs to this, Behides, Monop:- 
lies, I fay, are injurious to the reſt of the Inhabitants

But then where-there is no Myſtery for the bene- 
fir of the Subject found out, the King can grant no- 
Patent, or Monopoly for any ather, .or the Law had 
been in vain, if the King could have granted ſuch Pa- 
rent without it. 


"Tis true, that it is great Wiſdom in any King and 
State, to give all due Encouragement forgimproving 
any Art or Myſtery beneficial for the Country ; bur 
this of Granting a Patent for the ſole Uſe of it for 
Fourteen Years, is of all ogher the worſt, and will 
be of little Uſe ro the- Country ; whilft the Inhabi- 
rants of other Countries, will have manifoldly- more 
Advantages by it : For when this Myſtery ſhall be' 
practiſed, it will neceſſarily be known to —_— 
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fides the firſt Projectors, and fo cannot be contained 
in the lintits of that Country ; and when this ſhall 
be known in other Countries, where the Working it 
ſhall be free, this will be fo much cheaper Wronghr

I fay, it was this moſt beneficial Law which has 
enabled this Narion to continue the Spavi/h Trade to 
this day, whilſt it hath loſt thoſe. | 

And if this King were ſo looſe of his Royal Woxd, 
almoſt ſo ſoon as he made it, it cannot be doubted, 
but that he will be more conſtant of it afterward; for in 
the Parliament, in the Eighteenth Year of his Reign, 
no leſs than 37 Monopolies were Voted Grievances, 
and damned ; and as the Father laid the Eoundatiag, 
ſo his Son built upon it; for in the Year 1640. 
when King Char/es marched: ro Tork againſt the 
Scots, who then had Invaded E»g/amd, upen. the 
the Complaint of the Northern Gentry, he recalledby: 
Proclamation thirty one Monopolics; and then decla- 
2 red 
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red he did not know. how Greivous they were to his 
ſubjes, becauſe he was Governed by 1tuch (TI cannot 
ſay ) Counſels, that no man durſt betore complain of 
them. 

From Monopolies granted! by theſe two Kings, we 
proceed to that of 0/rver Cromwe!, in his erecting this 
now Eaſft-Idy Company, Av. 1657. to Trade to the 
Eaft . Indies, excluſive to all others of the Nation'; 
bur before a further view be taken of this Patent, its 
fit to ſee the Extent of it, under the Title of the 
Eaſt Indies, and if I miſtake in it, it 1s in the power 
of the Company to correct me. 

Their Patent extends from Cape Bon Sperance, to 
the North of China, taking in the Eaſtern Coaſt of 
Africk, and all the Southern Coaſt of 4/7, with the 
Eaſtern Coaſt of China; together with all the Iflands 
which lie between the Cape of Good Flope, and the 
North of China, which I fay is more, if you com- 
pute the Coaſt on both ſides of the Red Szz, and the 
Gulph of Per/fa, than half the circumference of the 
Globe of the Earth ; and that their Power may be as 
unlimited, as the Extent of their Dominion, they 
doubly impoſe an Oath upon every Member, to be 
true to the Company : How 0/;ver was cndued with 
ſuch a Prerogative, needs not be diſputed, becauſe 
he would haye his Will to be Law ; bur I do nor find 
any King of Enzland, ever aſſumed ſuch a Power, nor 
any other, but the Convocation, which impoſed the 
Oath £Zx Oficio, without Conſent in Parliament, 
An. 1640. 

However 0/;ver would, in his Zeal, have the Pope 
to be Anti-Chaiſt in exalting himſelf above God, 2d 
in diſpoſing the Kingdoms upon Earth, wherein the

Gut [taqugh Fe Of gVe;not REA RICALER © 
make War upon any other Natipn hut rhe By 4 
for Trading: to the Faſt Tudies ; yer they. were pleal 
to make War, without any Declaration, or Eaule, 
upon the King of Syam, and the Mogu//; and rab h 
Mogul's Subjects to carry on the War, as Mr. Whzte 
Obſerves, and whileſt the Company have thus rent 
themſelves from the reſt of the Eng/i/h Nation, they 
patiently ſubmir to the Dutch in forcing Peloroon from 
them, cauſed by their own negleR and avarice ; from 
which the Dutch are become the ſole Proprietors in 
the Spice Trade ; and alſo from the Trade to Bax 
tam for Pepper, whereby they are forced to Trade 
for it to the moſt unhealrhful parts of Sumarr, 
( which Queen Elizabeth forbid ) whereby we loſe 
more Engliſh Men than the Trade is worth, which 
is little regarded by this Company ; and whuileſt 
they are making their Is Wars, upon the King

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of Syam and the Mogu! they permit the Sophy of Per- 
fia, whoſe Predecefſor 4. 1621. granted the Engliſh 
the half Duties of all Nations, Trading into the 
Gulph of Perſia; and which in the year 1672 came to 
800007. per An. (I would know by what Right this 
Company Claim theſe) to reduce them ro 3000 /. 
per An. And is it not ſtrange this Company ſhould 
exclude the reſt of the Nation from trading to the 
Eaſt Indies, becauſe of the Charges of rheir Forts ; and 
yet for x5 years receive more from the Sophy of Per- 
fra, ron the value of the Stock they traded thither 
with. 

For the further Frauds which: this Company exerciſes 
over the teſt of the Nation, in the Returns of Com- 
modities from the Eaſt Indies; and how being a Mono- 
poly in the whole, they Monopolize the Sales by pri- 
yate Contra among-themſelves, to the farther Grie- 
vance of the Subjet. I referr the Reader to Mr.

Reflections upon the Royal African 
COMPANY. 


S Oliver eſtabliſhed this preſent Ea? Indy Com- 
pany, and excluded the reſt of the Nation from 
trading into that half of the World, which the Com- 
pany call the Eaſt Indies; So King Charles the 2d. 
odbed this preſent African Company, excluding - all 
others of the Eng/iſh Nation from trading to ' Africa, 
from the Country of S»/a, to the Cape of Good-Zope ; 
ſo that if you take the extent of this part of the Coaſt 
of Africk, its little leſs than a Quadrant of the Globe, 
being above 80 Degrees; ſo that the prerogative 
which theſe rwo Companies claim againſt the reſt of 
their fellow Subjects in theſe two Trades, extend to 
two thirds of the circumference of the Globe. of the 
earth, and herein both are at peace with allthe world 
beſides, and only in a ſtate of War with the reſt of 
their fellow SubjeAs, in Caſe any of them preſume to 
trade tocither, Here ler's ſee firſt the Conſequences of 
this Reſtraint, upan the Nation in the foreign yent of 
our domeſtick manufactures : Secondly, in reference 
to our American Plantations ; and Thirdly, in reference 
to the returns, which this Company imports into 
C 2 England 
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England from that part of A4frica, wherein they 
Trade”:
